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Professor  J.  F.  Heard  lectured  on  the  subject  of  Modern  Air  Navigation  to  the 
Royal  Astronomical  Society  of  Canada,  Hamilton  Centre,  on  November  1,  and  to 
the  Society’s  London  Centre  on  November  16.
